iron, the snapper rubs it for a moment 
ou his forehead, and when the 5>oiut of 
it Is moistened with perspiration liF 
runs the iron around the rollers at the 
heated spot. 
The glass cracks aud 
sepalat,s as cleanly as if cut with a 
diamond, the blowpipe is removed, and 
the closed cylinder bus become a roller 
and is then ready to go to the flat­ 
tener. 
The flattener works in another pnft 
of the building, where arc located the 
flattening ovens.

As the flattened sheet* cool 
they are lifted to a place on a long 
traveling rack, on which they are by 
stages removed from the ovens, belli* 
allowed to cool as they go. This is don*? 
In order that the glass may not In 
shattered by too quick an exposure to 
the air. 
When the sheets are taken from the 
flattening ovens, they are covered with 
a greasy, dirty looking cont of chem 
icals—soda, potash, silicates of the UU 
foment salts, etc.—which must be re­ 
moved, and for this purpose tho rough 
sheets are placed in an acid bath com 
posed of hydrochloric and sulphuric 
acids more or less diluted. After their 
immersion in this bath the sheets tire 
taken to the cutting room, where w ork­ 
men cut them into sizes and milk** 
them ready for the packers. H ardly c 
scrap of the glass except the rough 
edges is wasted. In fact, none is was! 
ed, as all refuse goes back to be melt 
cd. 
After the cutters have finished 
their work the glass Is packed in boxen 
aud is then ready for the market.—In ­ 
dianapolis News.
